Hairy  Vetch  or  Sand  Vetch 

Sometimes  called  Winter  or  Sand  Vetch.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
annuals  grown  for  stock  feed,  soil  improving  purposes,  and  as  a 
cover  crop  in  orchards.
